SOME RECORDS EXAMINED

The Civil Service Reform association and 
ssallard Dunn have asserted repeatedly that 
it exists and is available. - 


Bartzen Aids Call Conference,

Dunn filed with County Judge Owens to the 
prosecutor. At the same time Mr. Wilson 
was instructed to offer the aid of the county 
officiala in making a thorough inquiry, which 
he did. Of course it was a little late, but if 
any one is to be indicted, the Bartzen ad- 
ministration hopes, it will be Dunn. 

Bartzen and hie close friends have not 
seemed to care if Mr. Purkhiser gets into 
trouble. The lawyer is not a personal ap- 
pointee of Bartzen and it has been reported 
a number of times that if a sacrifice would 
appease the public he would offer up Mr.

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J. p. MORGAN TO CONCENTRATE 


Financier Hardly Knows Extent of 
Holdings and Plans to Get Them To- 


gether. 


New York, Jan. 26.—The concentration of 
the art treasures J. P. Morgan has been col- 
legting for years at an outlay of nearly $100,- 
000,000 is said to be the plan behind arrange- 
ments the American financier is making for 
the transfer of a collection of ivories and 
gems from the South Kensington museum 
in London to New York. 

In confirming today the report of this trane- 
fer, and denying. that it vas undertaken be-

PAPER SAYS SPANISH COURT 
HAS FOUND FERRER INNOCENT. 


Belgium Report Declares Property of 
Executed Professor Has Been Ne- 
stored to Heirs.

BRUSSELS, Jan. 46.—A Belgium newapa- 
per claims to have received information from 
one of the executors of the estate of Prof. 
Francisco Ferrer of the Modern School, who 
was executed by the Spanish government 
for participation in the Barcelona bomb out- 
rages, that the supreme court at Madrid has 
reversed the judgment of the military court 
and declared Ferrer innocent. 

Consequently the confiscated property of 
Ferrer has been restored to his heirs. 

It is suggested that King Alfonso’s clem- 
ency in the case of Chato, the leader of the 
Cullera murderers, whose sentence of death 
was recently commuted by the king, was at- 
tributable to the monarch’s uneasy con- 
science over the Ferrer case. 

Dispatches from Madrid make no mention 
of any such decision by the supreme court.

a street railway motorman living at 220

The society is trying to extricate Jensen |

Two years ago sickness in his family 
prompted Jensen to borrow $50. Doctors’ 
bills soon consumed this sum. When due, 
Jensen couldn’t pay. To avoid a notice of 


the assignment of his §75 salary,

wotlld have cost him his job, he went to 
another loan shark and borrowed enough to 


meet the interest. 


Put on Blacklist. 


Interest began to pile up faster than he 
could pay it and he went from one shark io 
another borrowing sums to meet the claims. 


Eventually he had paid out $360. 


When Jensen attempted to get another loan 
he discovéred that the seventeen loan agen‘s 
had gotten together and put him on a black- 
list. They bad employed a collector who 
proceeded to tle up Jensen’s salary with as- 


signment proceedings. 


Representatives of the society said an in- 
vestigation convinced them Jensen had paid 
all he owed with interest at the legal rate 
The society will resist further payment and 
attempt to obtain a court order voiding the 


remainder of the claim. 
Injunction Saves Girl’s Job.

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FATE OF PRIMARY 
LIES IN DECISION 


Deneen’s Calling of a Special 
Session Depends on Uni- 
versity. Case. 


READY FOR QUICK ACTION. 


Governor Will Issue Call as Soon 
as Supreme Court Gives 
an Opinion. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., Jan. 26.-—(@pecial.}--The 
possibility of an extra session of the legisia- 
ture and of the emergency enactment of a 
presidential primary law is dependent upon 
the opinion of the Illinois Supreme court in 
the university appropriation case. 

The Supreme court will sit for the Febru- 
ary term Feb. 6 and a decision is expected 


forthwith. 

It is said upon big authority that an 
opinion @eclaring unconstitutional the uni- 
versity act from the Supreme justices will 
mean actual and absolute stopping of the 
machinery, of state government and the con- 
vening of an extraordinary session of the 
genera] assembly by telegraph, if necessary, 
for the following day. 

Ready for Hasty Action. 

From the same high authority the informa- 
tion is obtained that if there is an extra ges- 
sion prevision will be made in the call of 
the governor for the consideration of an 
amendment to the direct primary law, pro- 
viding for a dir presidential vote for all 


parties, at the pri es of April 9. 

This was learned today from ah unques- 
tioned source ahd lacks only the confirma- 
tion of Gov. Deneen, who is still in Chicago. 
From the information a le, it is to be 
said that the extra session call, summoning 
the legislators to Springfield on the follow- 
ing day, will be in readiness for issuance 
from the executive offices the moment that 
the university decision is made public by 
the court. 

It is held in executive circles, based upon 
the interchange of personal views betwecn 
various of the state officers, that an unfa- 
vorable decision will mean the instant cessa- 
tion of the issuance of vouchers by the state 
auditor or the cashing of any of them by the 
estate treasurer. 


Omnibus Bill Is Similar. 

The point is made that while the omnibus 
appropriation bill, which carries the gederal 
appropriation items for all of the depart- 
ments of the state, is not specifically attacked 
in the case now before the Supreme court. 
it was passed during the last hours of the 
last regular session, in precisely the same 
manner as was the university bill. The same 
is true of most of the other supply bills, 
which finance the state institutions and the 
state boards and commissions. 

It is believed that Auditor McCullough and 
State Treasurer Mitchel! would not hesitate 
for a second to refuse to pay any funds ap- 
propriated by acts, the constitutionality of 
which would be questioned, and that their 
bondsmen would agree in advising that no 
payments be made of such funds. 

This, it is conceded in Springfield, would 
mean a tieup immediately of substantially 
all of the state's business, necessitating 
an emergency session of the general assem- 
diy as soon as one could be convened. 


Deneen’s Friends Expect Action. 

To this session, if one is called, Gov. Deneen 
undoubtedly would forward a message sug- 
gesting the enactment of a direct presiden- 
tial primary. in the judgment of close friends 
of the executive who have been in touch 
with him during the week. When the direct 
primary. bill was on its passage the governor 
was urgent in declaring that the Presidential 
primary provision be incorporated in the bill. 

Then Speaker Cannon was a candidate for 
the presidency at the time and came ‘tp 
Springfield personally to rally his friends 
and the members of the assembly who were 
closely in touch with the IlHnois congres- 
sional delegation, and the result was that 
the direct primary forces were forced to take 
out the presidential primary feature at the 
demand of the Cannon people, or see the 4e- 
feat of the primary law. 

It is the expectation that the governor 
will include several other matters in an extra 
session call, meluding needed amendments

Would-Be Judge 
the Foe of Children. 


OUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 26.—Juiius Mayer, 
former attorney general of New York and 
said to be candidate now for a federal 
judgeship, was blamed today by Mrs. 
Florence Kelley, general secretary of the 

National Consumers’ leauge, for the impotency 
of New York's child labor law. 

Her remarks were made this morhing at the 
eighth annual conference of the national child 
labor committee. 

His influence, Mrs. Kelley said, was responsi- 
ble for the amendment of the bill when it was 
before the state legislature, so that it is made 
legal for children 10 years of age to begin work 
as early as they or their parents wish in the 
morning ahd work until 10 o'clock at night. 
His appointment, she declared, would be op- 
posed by all women of New York. Not only 


was his influence against the bill contrary to the 
end workers’ interests but his administration 


of the law in the Juvenite court tended further 
to nullify its provisions. He set the precedent 
of leniency for offenders. ' 

Now, said Mrs. Kelley, when a new child 
labor law is sought it will be necessary to com- 
bat what should have been the biggest influence 
in favor of progressive legislation. 

Mrs. Kelley criticised the American Bar 
association's proposed child labor measure, said 
that the Juvenile courts could accomplish much 
under present conditions, and, looking into the 
future of the street trades, predicted that the 
time would come when children weuld not sell 
newspapers. Instead, she predicted, such voca- 
tions would be reserved to those adults fitted by 
physical or other handicaps for no other means 
of earning a livelihood. | 

While delegates to the conference on child 
labor came here to discuss problems, they did 
not let theory stand in the way of practice at 
the opening session, and they changed the en- 
tire order of business to rush through resolu- 
tions urging congress to enact Senator Borah’s 
bill creating a children’s bureau in connection 
with the department of commerce and labor. 


The resolution was adopted unanimously and

The Society of Good Cheer is to be the next 
addition to the club family of Chicago. It will 
be organized on Tuesday afternoon at a recep- 
tion in the south parlor of the Auditorium 
hotel by the Cook County League of Women’s 
Clubs for Miss Theora Carter, founder of the 
society. 

Among those interested in the movement are 
Mrs. Freeman ‘Rrown, president of the 
League of Cook County Clubs; Miss M. Austin 
Stanley, Mrs. Esther Falkenstein, and other offi- 
vers of the league. 

Several committees will be appointed to take 
up the work, among them committees on flow- 
ers, books, calling, and automobile rides. 

“The idea of the society,” said Miss Carter, 
“came to me when I was getting well from a 
long illness with pneumonia in a hospital in 
Chicago. My home is in Seattle. As soon as 
I recovered I started the Good Cheer society in 
New York. It is not a charitable society. We 
have never taken money for the work. And 
the people we help do not feel they are getting 
charity, for as soon as they are well they al- 
most invariably join us and do the same for 
some one else. 

“In Toronto we saved a girl who had made 
up her mind to commit suicide. She was about 
to be released from a hospital She was with- 
out money and friends and her health was 
gone. We found her and took her to our ‘con- 
valescent room.’ She soon began to think she 
was living in a real world and decided that she 
did not want to die.“ 

Miss Carter said her right name was Cal- 
houn, but that she has used the name of Carter 
for some time. She denied a report that former 
Senator Carter of Montana was her father.

Defends the University Man. 


Auburp, N. X., Jan. 26.—“ What is a Prince- 
ton man worth when he graduates?” asked 
President John Grier Hibben of Princeton in 
the first of a series of six lectures which he 1s 
delivering at Auburn seminary. Answering 
his own question, he said: 

“The average graduate of Princeton could 
not command more than $6 a week. Why? 
Because he has not been trained for business, 
law, or medicine,

Economical Housekeeping 


Snow a Substitute for Eggs. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


There is more and more a demand each year 
for breads, cakes, and pies without eggs, and 
snow has been now and then for years sug- 
gested as a substitute, but only once in a while 
is this mentioned in print. The camper knows 


how to use it in making bread, and others have 


tried it. 

Wishing to put it to the hardest test I tried 
it in popovers. A popover is a very exacting 
thing to cook in some ovens, so exacting that I 
think we might speak of a fine oven as a good 
popover oven. The baking is almost everything 
to a popover. After two trials, with quite dif- 
ferent results, because of different amounts of 
snow used and different pans, I was convinced 
that a very pleasant popover can be made with 
snow-——if one has a good oven—using two rather 
full tablespoons of it in place of one egg. The 
cup of flour and cup of milk, with a little salt, 
need to be put together as smoothly as possible 
and beaten well, with the snow added last, and 
then the dough put in the pans with the utmost 
dispatch. 

Any popover should be baked nearly or quite 
half an hour, and that made of snow a little 
longer. If in a gas oven, the heat must be con- 
siderably lowered for the last ten minutes, es- 
pecially if the stove is old, or the outside will 
burn and the inside be all the longer, on this 
account, in getting done. 

— 


Mr. Horace Kephart, in his Camp Cookery,” 
gives the following recipe and comments: . 

Snow Bread. —After a fall of light, feathery 
snow, superior corn bread can be made by stir- 
ring together one quart of corn meal, one-half 
teaspoon of soda, one teaspoon of salt, one 
tablespoonful of lard. Then, in a cool. place 
where snow will not melt, stir into above one 
quart of light snow. Bake about forty minutes 
in rather hot oven. Snow, for some unknown 
reason, has the same effect on bread that eggs 
have, two tablespoons of snow equaling one 
egg. It can also be used for making batter for 
pancakes or puddings, the batter being made 
thick and the snow mixed with each cake just 
before putting in the pan. 

If-two tablespoons of snow equals one egg I 
do not understand why a quart of snow is need- 
ed in the above recipe. Mr. Kephart, in speak- 
ing of the unknown reason, evidently has not 
remembered that we use ice water in making 
pie crust and that cold is really one of the leav- 
ens, 

Mrs. Scott of Philadelphia, in her cookbook 
published forty-five years ago, has: 

Snow Fritters.—Take of light, new fallen 
snow three tablespoonfuls for every egg you 
would otherwise use—that is, if you really wish 
the quantity that three eggs would make in 
their usual way take nine tablespoonfuls of 
snow and stir in one quart of rich milk that 
has been in a cold place, so that it will not 
melt the snow and destroy its lightness. Put 
in one teaspoon of salt and enough wheat flour 
to make a stiff batter; have ready a frying pan 
with boiling lard and drop in a spoonful as with 
other fritters, and set the batter in a cold 
place until the first are done. Eat them with 
wine sauce, or sugar, butter, and cream, or any- 
thing you fancy. Put in snow last.

0 RISTAN und Isolde was given for 
0 the first time last night by the 


forces of the Chicago company. An 

Italian conducted and the principal 

roles were interpreted by a Scandi- 
navlan soprano, a French tenor, a French 
contralto, an American baritone, and an 
American bass. Neverthelees, the interpre- 
tation was masterly in its orchestral aspects. 
splendidly sung, and was lacking in com- 
pleteness only in the matter of a clear pres- 
entation of the German text on the part of 
one or two of the artists. 

Doubtless many will assert that the spirit 
was not German. But since the messege 
which Wagner has embodied in this wonder- 
ful score is addressed to the whole world 
and belongs to the whole world it is unneces- 
sary to admit racial. prejudices to the dis- 
cussion. The performance wes a valuable 
lesson in the universality of art, end the 
audiencé accepted it with that close attention 
which speaks so much more eloquently than 
the most demonstrative applause. Of tKis, 
however, there was an abundance. Eight 
recalls were given the principals and the con- 
ductor after the first act and five after the 
second, so it seems evident that the perform- 
ance was successful also in the estimate of 
the public. 

_—_ 

It deserves consideration first from the 
standpoint of the orchestra, a circumstance 
which is not alone due to the distinguished 
art of the conductor and the remarkabie re- 
sponsiveness of his men, but fundamentally 
to the jntention of the composer. The no- 
blest inflections of Wagners music are al- 
ways found in the orchestra's many voices. 
Campanini has beard the song ofeach. That 
he makes his listeners also hear them is the 
quality in his interpretation that reveals 
his mastery. 

This polyphonic orchestral speech of Wag- 
ner Campanini delivers in its entirety. Sig- 
nificant moments never acquire the detached 
importance of a solo utterance, which is the 
interpretative error most frequently en- 
countered. Always one apprehends the or- 
chestral mass which varies its proportions 
with infinite subtlety of emphasis. The re- 
sult is color as well as melody; not the color 
of contrasted orchestral choirs and sensuous 
harmonies alone, but the color of moods and 
emotions, of noble song joined to dramatic 
utterance. ; 

It was Wagner himself who said that the 
conductor showed his understanding of the 
composition by his selection of tempi. Cam- 
panini’s tempi, while conforming always o 
the lofty spirit of the work, seem to accom- 
plish that considération for the limitations of 
the voice which traditions frequently over- 
look. Thus it happened that the vocal and 
orchestral utterances moved not in conflict 
but in glorious union. 

. — 

Of Mme. Frerstad’s Isolde it is possible 
to speak in terme of the sincerest admiration. 
Vocally it was dowered with that wealth of 


| weneuocus beauty that distinguishes her voice. 


Dramatically it was marked by dignity, and 
that authority that only can emanate froma 
certain command of every resource. It sus- 


* tained the trying scenes of the first act, lifted 


the lyric beauties of the love scenes into 
sensitively proportioned relief, and soared 
with Mr. Campanini and the orchestra to 
the glorious heights of the Love Death.” 
In its lyric aspects Mr. Dalmores’ inter- 
pretation of the role of Tristam was forthily 
associated with Mme. Fremstad's Isolde. He 
dressed the part like a Roman centurion. 
But in vocal virtues as well as in emotional 
depth and musical authority his conception 
of the part left little to be desired. Mme. 
Gerville-Reache satisfied the musical and 
vocal demands of the part of Brangiine. Un- 
fortunately, ber command of German is not 
yet sufficient to admit of a clear and sig- 
nificant delivery of the text, a circumstance 
which, presumably, need not greatly concern 
an English speaking audience save as the 
consciousness of her own shortcomings may 
have reacted to limit the singer's assurance 
and authority. Mr. Whitehill’s Kurwenal 
was another masterly reading, complete in 
vocal power, admirable in its purely musical 
values and commanding in its dramatic 


ThomasProgram Off ere 
New Suite by Foote. 


PROGRAM of remarkable placidity 
in its first half and of considerable 
interest in its second division was or- 
fered by the Thomas orchestra at 
yesterday's matinée. For the peace- 
ful atmosphere of the beginning the respon- 
sibility must rest with Mr. Letz, the soloist; 
Georg Schumann, the composer of the Lie- 
besfrihling ” overture which opened the aft- 
ernoon; Arthur Foote, whose suite for string 
orchestra was the novelty of the program, 
and venerable Max Bruch whose Scotch 
Fantasie ’’ the concertmaster elected to pre- 
sent. 

Only in the case of the Schumann over- 
ture Was the lack of excitement occasion 
for surprise. Five years ago this composi- 
tion Was a novelty. Its first hearing was re- 
ceived with breathless interest. Now its ex- 
citement seems spurious and its climaxes 
artificial. One hears only the well worn and 
time honored patterns filled out with an 
abundance of melody, which, whatever its 
beauties, is preferable in its original Wag- 
nerian versions (see scores of Tristan 
anu the “ Siegfried Idyll“). Such interest 
as the equally abundant orchestral effect 
may once have inspired has faded with fa- 
miliarity. Mr. Stock should let the overture 
rest for a season or two.

Of course the lack of excitement is a fault 
only in those instances when the composer 
obviously designed to inspire it. It is not felt 
that Arthur Foote has meant to be exciting 
in his unpretentious little suite. Its three 
movements echo the serene beauties of the 
classic period even as they revive archaic 
forms. They exhale a rather Elgaresque at- 
mosphere, resembling in spirit the smaller 
and happier compositions of the much ex- 
ploited English master. 
trifle monotonous; the Plzzacato“ has grace 
and a moment of genuine melodic freedom to 
recommend it, and the fugue is to be praised 
for its rhythmical, vigor. 

Evidence that our public is quite prepared, 
after the strenuous period of the opera sea 
son, to accept unemotional performances 
gratefully, is to be discovered in the cordial 
reception given Mr. Letz. The Scotch Fan- 
taste ig not devaid of material that lends 
itself to temperamental exploitation, but the 
soloist chose to content himself with tech- 
nical accuracy and unvaried tonal sweet- 
ness.

THE NEW REICHSTAG. 

The membership of the reichstag com- 
pleted at the third or final balloting of 
Thursday shows a most significant change 
in the balance of powers in that body. The 
„Principal gains and losses as compared to 
moe last reichstag are as follows: Social 
rats, 110 members, a gain of 58; 
Sentrists, 93, a loss of 12; Conservatives, 

66, 4 loss of 23; National Liberals, 47, a 
pes of 1; Radicals, 44, a loss of 5; Poles, 18, 


_@ loss of 2. a 


Thus the Socialists have won the sweep- 
ihg victory they hoped for, reaching the 
largest membership they have ever had in 
the reichstag. At the same time this gain 
has not been made, as was reported in 


America after the first balloting, at the 


expense of the liberal group, but directly 


from the conservative bloc, even the cler- 


jeals losing ground considerably. 


Dividing the parties, by the rather un- 


certain test of their attitude toward autoc- 
racy and agrarianism, into conservatives 
and progressives, we find the former bloc 
upon which the government relied, namely, 


the Centrists and their allies, and Con- 
servatives, reduced from about 243 in the 
iget reichstag to 159 of the Conservatives 
‘and Centrists proper, plus whatever they 
g EE

all three ought to be able to agree on a 
program in favor of the income tax and 
reduction of the agrarian tariff. They will 
split on the Socialists’ opposition to army 
and navy maintenance, as both the Liberais 
and Radicals favor a strong military es- 
tablishment. 

Whether the present reichstag will hold 
together depends upon the talent for prac- 
tical compròmise possessed by the progres- 
sive leaders. In the face of the great eco- 
nomic and social problems which are press- 
ing upon Germany, it would seem that that 
cohesion could be brought about in an in- 
telligent fight against privilege. A respou- 
sible ministry is overdue in Germany and 
so is a ‘reapportionment of representation. 


THE PARTY CONVENTION. 

The outcry against the Republican“ con- 
vention,” at which the organization intends 
to select and present to the public a ticket 
for the primary: election, ie more energetic 
than convineing. A good deal of it seems 
to be based on the theory that candidates 
to be successful must terrify: voters with 
the picture of an ogre reaching out after 
them. That theory does not show much 
respect for the electoral intelligence. 

There is an effort to create the impression 
that the organization plans by yiolation of 
the primary law to nominate a boss-made 
ticket and that the voter will stand helpless 
in the face of this outrage. 

Perturbed citizens asserted when the di- 
rect primary was under consideration that 
it would destroy party organization. The 
reply was_that it would not and was not 
intended to do so. The party organization 
remains. It is created directly by the peo- 
ple and it is answerable directly to them. 
A primary may overthrow a ward commit- 
teeman as well as defeat his candidates. 

The convention which will be held to 
select candidates: is a frank avowal on the 
part of the organization that it will endeavor 
to carry the primaries for its ticket. It 
will be a, fairly representative, meeting of 
men engaged professionally or semi-profes- 
sionally in politics. Its character is per- 
fectly understood. It may select good can- 
didates or it may select bad candidates. 
There ie nothing sinister or illegal about 
it. Ia the voters do not like the candidates 
offered them by the organization they may 
vote for others. Thereis no pretense and no 
fraud aboutit. The men selected by the con- 
vention will be the candidates of the profes- 
sional politicians. They will de plainly 
known as such. 

Possibly public sensitiveness will be such 
as to object to this open, aboveboard align- 
ment of party leaders in support of favored 
candidates. That is quite another thing 
and it is likely to depend a good deal on what 
the organization does. But to condemn the 
convention as violating the primary law is 


clear beyond the mark. 


Naturally what is wanted by candidates 
who are fighting the organization is that the 
organization should fight itself. The pro- 
fessional politicians are too wise to be caught 
‘at that if they can help it. They settle 
their differences out of court and go in to 
fight the other fellow. The voter is the 
judge and jury. 

This preprimary arrangement entered 
into by various elements in the organization 
is worth understanding for what it is and a 
good deal of the criticiem is designed to cre- 
ate entirely wrong opinions. The organiza- 
tion is violating nothing. It is trying to 
protect itself. There is no pretense about 
it. If the voters do not like it they have 
the weapons with which to, break it up.

in the attic should be used to empty the 
foul, warm air from the rooms through 
openings at the ceilings on the Inside walls.

But offices are As * are and most peo- 
ple who occupy them must do the best they 
can with a bad situation. If the room 1s 
ventilated by present systems, what can he 
done in addition to setting different stand- 
ards? 

1. The windows must be well stripped. 

2. Storm sashes must be . 

3. The room must be blown out several 
times a day, at least one window, and better 
more, having been arranged to make this 
possible. 

4. Fans must be employed to keep the 
walls and windows warm and the air agi- 
tated. 

5. The air must be cleaned by air washers 
or cheese cloth.

6. Steam must discharge from the radia- 
tors into the air of the room. 

If the rooms are ventilated by windows: 

1. Deflectors must be used. 

2. The radiators under the windows must 
go at full head. 

3. Fans must be used to keep the floor 
zone warm. 

4. Steam must blow into the room. 

5. The air must be cleaned by cheese- 
cloth. 

6. The room must be blown out several 
times during the day. 

7. A ventilating fan connected with a 
window intake and discharging through the 
radiators is highly desirable. 

In all schools and offices the following 
requirements must be met: 

1. The temperature must keep below 70 


degrees. i

2. The difference between the tempera- 
ture 1 foot and that 6 feet above the floor 
must not be greater than 2 degrees. 

8. The humidity must be as high as 50. 

4. The air must be kept moving. 

5. It must feel fresh. 

6. It must be clean. 

The methods which apply to offices apply 
equally well to schools and dry goods stores.

2 Mr. J. 7. Prettter- letter to me I understood 
him to say he wished to transplant trees. He 
should have corrected the misunderstanding upon 
receipts of my letter. I would then have answered 
his letter as follows: 

Our Iimited appropriation will not permit us to 
give immediate attention to every complaint 
coming from different parts pf the city. Various 
territories are taken up in rotation, enabling us to 
concentrate our efforts and take care of all the 
needs of these respective territories, whether or not 
they have been reported to this office. In this 
way, with an expenditure of $8,785, we trimmed 
10,885 trees, removed 520 dead treea, and sprayed 
400 trees dusing the year 1911. 

Now we will probably cover that section of the 
city in which Mr. Pfeiffer lives this coming sea- 
‘son, But if he prefers to have the trimming done 
immediately at his expense I will be pleased to 
grant him a permit and have recommended the 
men who will do it properly.

SOUTHERN TRACTION COMPANY. 


Chicago, Jan. 24.—[To the Friend of 
the People.]—Mr. Eugene C. Miller, in 
an article Jan. 16 on the proposed ordi- 
nance for the absorption of the Southern 
Traction company by the Chicago City 
Railway company, takes a narrow view 
and rather unfairly states the case.

There is not a 
single reasonable or valid argument 
against the passage of this ordinance ex- 
cept that supplied by railroad corporations 
and express companies which have been 
arbitrarily making their own charges for 
years. .

crets of a famous man should be respected. 
These diaries shed a flood of light on Tolstol's 
ideas, motives, and manner of life, and have 
modified some of this edttor's opinions, ex- 
plaining many hitherto obscure points, while 
they have also enhanced his admiration for 
the man. “They not only touch on many 
delicate subjects, says Dr. Wright, “‘ on his 
relatione to his wife and family, but they 
also give the true reasons for leaving his 
home at last, and explain why he did not 
do so before.

And do you, Sophie, 
in particular, let me to, neither seeking me out nor 
bearing me illwillnoarblemingme .. . the fact 
that 1 have left you does not mean that T have 
cause of complaintagainstyou . . I know you 
were not able, you were ineapable of thinking and 
seeing as I do, and therefore you could not change 
your life and make sacrifices to that which you did 
not accept. Besides 1 do not dlame you; on the 
contrary, I remember with love and ‘etatitude 
the thirty-five long years of. our life in common, 
and espectally the first half of the time when, with 
the courage and devotion of your maternal nature,

“The Forged Coupon” wap written in 
1904 in the last years of Tolstoi's life, but 
it is written with a vigor that one would 
hardly expect in a man of his age. The 
story begins with the refusal of the father 
to give his son a mall sum of money, which 
so ümbitters the boy that he gets into bed 
company. with the usual-results. 

There are several other stories in this 
book; one, called After the Dance,” which, 
considering the craze for Russian dances 
at the present moment in this country, will 
be appreciated.

SUNDEAN LEADS ATTACKS 


Charges Deception of Member- 
ship; Others Fear Young Men 
Will Be Driven Out. 


Delegates opposing revision upwards of the 
present insurance rates of the Modern OGG. 
men of Amerios were given the floor yester~ 
day at the convention in the Globe theater. 
Since the meeting began lest Tuesday only 
those favoring the proposed adjustment have 
been permitted to speak. Virtually ell of the 
protests were pinioned on the alleged in- 
ebility of many members of the order to par 
the proposed increase. 

Restriction of every kin@ was removed yes- 
terday by the presiding officer, A. R. Talbot, 
the head consul. Mr. Talbot said thet he re- 
garded the convention as a means of educa- 
tion for the delegates who are not femilier 
with the system of fraternal insurance. He 
said that every delegate would be given an 
opportunity to present his views and that no 
“ steam roller tactics would be used, even 
in the slightest degree. 


Sundean Leads Rate Attack. 

J.  Sundean, acknowledged leader of the 
insurgents, although not a delegate to the 
convention, denounced the advocacy of in- 
creased rates during the morning session. 

“I am suspicious of officers of my organ- 

mation who want a law enacted without the 
of the people who constitute the 
body.“ he said. “It weuld be a deception 
upon the members of the Modern Woodmen 
to fix the rate now for all time to come, be- 
cause the delegates here are acting without 
the knowledge of the members. The action 
proposed by an element of this acociety seek- 
ing to fix a high rate will drive away our 
young members and punish our old ones. 

Sundean attacked the insurance commis- 
sioners of five states who have spoken before 
the convention, urging higher rates. He asg- 
serted that they were “actuated not so 
much for the good of fraternal societies as is 
generally believed.”
